PRESIDENT EXPLAINS REASONS
FOR MAKING CHANGE.

SAYS IT IS CLOSE TO SACRILEGE

Declares It Inspires Ridicule, Pointing
to Anti-Bryan Cartoons as
an Example.

Washington, D. C.—In answer to
one of the numerous protests wmeh
have been received at the White
House agalost the new gold colns
which have been colned without the
words “In God We Trust,” Presldent
Roosevelt has written a letter which
he Wednesday made public. The let-
ter follows:

“When the question of the new coin-

age cnme up we looked into the law |

and found there was no warrant there-
in for putting ‘In God We Trust' on
the coin. As the cistom, although
without legnl warrant, had grown up,
however, | might have felt at liberty
to keep the inscription had 1 approved
of itz being on the coinage. Bul as
I did not approve of it, 1 did not direet
that it should azain be pul on.

“0Of course, the matier of the law is
absolutely in the hands of congress
and any direction of congréss in the
matter will be Immediately obeyed.
At present, ag 1 have sald, there §= no
warrant In law for the inscription.

“My own feeling In the mattey s
due to my very firm conviction that to
mit such a motto on colns, or to use
it In any kindred manner, not only
does no good, but does positive harm,
and {s, In faect, irreverence, which
comes dangerously clese to sacrilege
A beantiful and golemn sentenge such
ns the one In guestion should be reat-

ed and uttered only with that fine
reverence which necessarily impliés
a certaln exaltation of gpirit, Any use

which tends to cheapen It, and above
all, any use which tends to secure its
being treated In o spivit of levity, is
from every slundpoint profoundly to
be regretted,

Good Motto for Monuments.

“It {8 o motto which it is Indeed
well to have inseribed on our great
national monumernts, In our temples
of justice, our leglslative halls, and
in bulldings such as those at West
Point and Annapolis—in short, wher-
aver it will tend to arouse and Insplre
a lofiy emotion In those who look
therean.

“Rut it seems to me eminently un-
wise to cheapen such a motto by use
on eoing, just as It would be to cheap-
en it by« use on postage stnmps, or
fn advertlsements, As regards s use
on the colnage. we have actunl expe-
rience by which to go, Tn all my life,
| have never heard any human being
speak reverently of this motto on
colns, or show uny signs of its having

appealed to any high emotion, but 1
have lterally, hundreds of  times,
heard it used in sneering ridienle,

which It Is above all things undesir
able that so benut!ful and exalted o
phrase should exclte.

“For example, throughout
contest extending over severnl dee-
ades on the frees coinoge question. the
existence of this motto op the coins
was # constant source of Jest and rid-
lewle, and this was unavolduble, IBy-
eryone must remember the (nnumer-
able ecartoons and artleles hiased on
phrases lke ‘In God we trust for the
elght cents;' ‘In God we trust for the
short welght;' “In God we trust for
the 17 ecents we don't pay, and so
forth and so forth,

“Surely 1 am well within bounds
when [ osay that a oge of the phrage
wihich invites constant levily of this
type Is most undesirable. If congress
alters the law and directs me to re.
place on the colns the sentence In
guestion, the directlon will be imme-
diately put into effect; but 1 very
earnestly trust that the religions sen-
timent of the country, the spirit of
reverence |n the country, will prevent
any such actlon being taken.

for currency. 1 also approve the issue

There {8 more curréncy in the
country today than there was a month
agn, when the supply wug ample,
Fifty-five million dollarg In gold has
been Imported and the government
has  deposited another $60,000,000.
